Tire burning issue up 
for public comment

The controversial issue of stoking 
the fires of the Grayling Generating 
Station with tire-derived fuels (tdf) 
will be up for discussion at a meet- 
ing on August 22. 

The Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) will 
hold an informational meeting at 5 
p.m. and a public hearing at 7 p.m. 
next Wednesday at the Beaver 
Creek Township Hall regarding the 
power plant’s request to supplement 
wood burning with discarded old 
tire materials. Both the DEQ and 
Grayling Generating Station repre- 
sentatives will be on hand to pro- 
vide information and answer ques- 
tions. 

The issue of tire burning has 
come under fire by some because of 
sulfur dioxide emission produced 
by the process. 

Opponents to the addition of tdf 
to the plant’s boiler fires will help 
create a “corridor” in northern 
Michigan where acid rain may 
become evident. The theory is the 
combination of Grayling’s sulfur 
dioxide emissions, motor vehicle 
exhaust, emissions from plants in 
Hillman and McBain, and moisture 
will produce acid rain in a corridor 
that includes 23 lakes and four 
rivers, 

Grayling Generating Station 
received the Clean Corporate 
Citizen designation from the DEQ 
this spring. The designation is 
given to businesses that are in com- 
pliance with DEQ regulations and 
can prove proper environmental 
management, including preventing 


pollution. 

In the past year, members of plant 
management have held plant tours, 
informational sessions, and 
addressed the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners regarding 
their request to burn tdf. Plant 
Manager Phil Lewis has stated in 
each instance management and 
employees (and their families) of 
the Grayling Generating Station 
share the same air, land, and water 
as do the citizens and would not 
wish to do any harm to the environ- 
ment. 

Lewis said adding tdf to boiler 
fires during test periods helped to 
dry out moist wood, producing elec- 
tricity at a higher efficiency because 
fires burned hotter. He reported lit- 
tle increase in sulfur dioxide emis- 
sions. 

Lewis also pointed out the fringe 
benefit of decreasing the amount of 
old stockpiled tires that are both fire 


hazards and a breeding ground for 


mosquitoes. 

Located on Four Mile Road in 
Beaver Creek Township, the 
Grayling Generating Station (GGS) 
is requesting permission to bum up 
to 45 tons of tires per day or 16,425 
tons each year, increasing emissions 
of sulfur dioxide to about 39 tons 
per year. Earlier this year, the DEQ 
refused a permit to a Cadillac plant 
requesting burning that would have 
emitted 245 tons of sulfur dioxide 
each year. 

If permitted, GGS may begin 
burning tdf as early as this winter.

Maple Forest plans 
Master Plan workshop 


Maple Forest Township is in the 
process of developing a Township 
Land Use Master Plan. The purpose 
of the plan is to provide guidelines 
for future development, while pro- 
tecting the natural resources, pre- 
serving the Township character and 
maintaining the sense of communi- 
ty. A series of workshops are being 
held by the Maple Forest Township 
Planning Commission. The public 
is invited and encouraged to partici- 
pate in these workshops. 

To date, background studies have 
been completed, including informa- 
tion on the social-economic charac- 
teristics, existing community ser- 
vices, natural resources and existing 
land uses. This background infor- 
mation has been analyzed to identi- 
fy important characteristics, 
changes and trends occurring in the 
Township. 


The Township is holding a work- 
shop on August 30 to gather input 
for establishing long and short term 
community goals and objectives. 
The workshop will be at the Maple 
Forest Township Hall located on 
North Sherman Road and will begin 
at 7 p.m. 

Input from the community and 
Township residents is key. The 
process will begin with an exercise 
to identify existing strengths and 
weaknesses within the Township. 
Next, there will be a visioning exer- 
cise that will look 10 to 20 years 
into the future to identify desired 
ideal conditions within Maple 
Forest Township. 

After goals and objectives have 
been established, the Future Land 
Use Plan component of the Master

‘Fire destroys Grayling couple’s home

Two people have been left home- 
less after a fire destroyed their 
home last weekend. Larry and 
Cassondra Kneff lost everything in 
the fire, including a cat and a litter 
of kittens. 

Using one fire engine, two water 
tankers and a few pick-up truck 
pumpers, about 16 Grayling Fire 
Department personnel battled the 
blaze that was found to have com- 
pletely engulfed the Kneff’s aging 
mobile home on Lucy Lane in 
Grayling Township on Friday, 
August 10, around 10 p.m. 
Crawford County Sheriff Deputies 
and an MMR ambulance also 
responded. 

Grayling Fire Chief Duane 
Brooks said neighbors reported 
hearing an explosion, then flames 
quickly took over. Fortunately, the 
couple had gone into town about an

It seemed as though northern 
Michigan would never see rain 
again, temperatures below 90 
degrees and humidity less than 80 
percent. There were a few days 
where a spit of rain fell, teasing 
everyone with the thought of a 
refreshing shower.

and businesses in the dark and 
roads blocked. 

Great Lakes Energy estimated 
13,500 of their customers in a six- 
county area were without power at 
the height of the storm. Crews 
from Great Lakes and Consumers 
Energy were out working to restore 
power almost immediately. The 
police scanner was a-buzz with 
emergency calls and work detail. 
By Friday at 5 p.m., power compa- 
nies reported only a handful of cus- 
tomers remained without electric 
service. 

In the Grayling area, mostly 
minor damage to trees and property 
was reported. Resident Judy 
Sumner stated that, for just a few 
moments, the wind “was like a tor- 
nado”, splitting in half a large por- 
tion of a stately tree growing next 
to her home. Fortunately, it was not 
the side of the tree shading the 
house. 

Cooler temperatures and low 
humidity have graced the area since 
the storm. 

Forecasters are predicting the 
same, with a little tease of rain, for 
the remainder of the week.

A sign that kept Crawford 
County residents and visitors 
informed for years of area fire dan- 
ger has been noticeably missing 
from its customary location for a 
few months now.

Grayling Fire .Chief Duane 
Brooks reports the sign was taken 
down when plans were in the works 
to build a new city hall on the land 
where Smokey stood. Now that the 
City of Grayling is looking to build 
elsewhere, the public can expect to 
see the return of the great fire pre- 
vention icon near the fire station on 
James Street. 

According to Brooks, the sign 
was in need of new paint and repair. 
“While the sign is down, it seemed 
like a convenient time to give 
Smokey some fresh paint,” he said. 

Brooks said fire danger remains 
high to extreme in Crawford 
County and reminds everyone to be 
careful with campfires and ciga- 
fettes, and to be wary of sparks 
from all motor vehicles, including 
ATVs, when riding the trails.

hour before the fire broke out and 
no one was hurt. The Kneffs’ dog 
and another adult cat escaped the 
blaze. 

Chief Brooks said the mobile 
home was a‘1973 model measuring 
12’ x 70’ and was uninsured. The 
Kneffs also had no electrical ser- 
vice for about six months prior and 
were apparently using small cylin- 
ders of propane to provide at least 
cooking fuel. Brooks said he 
believes what neighbors heard 
were the tanks exploding, but is 
still not sure exactly what caused 
the fire. 

“While we were out at the fire, 

_Larry Kneff said to me, ‘I’m real 
sorry for having bothered you guys 
with this.” He was so apologetic,” 
said Brooks. 

Red Cross Disaster Action Team 
Coordinator for Crawford County, 
Quinneth Sutton, was called on 
late Friday night to assist the 
Kneffs. She said they spent the 
night in a tent when no hotel or 
motel rooms could be found from 
Grayling to the Mackinaw Bridge. 
“They were very grateful for the 
tent and had no complaints,” 
Sutton said. 

The next day, Sutton was able to 
find a room at the River Country 
Motor Lodge in Grayling, but Red 
Cross could only provide funding 
for three nights. She said the cou-

THE REAL QUESTION about Ai Gore, 
of course, is whether he’s going to run again 
for president in 2004. 

Obviously he’s not saying at this point. A 
recent political poll showed he was leading 
a list of potential Democratic candidates for 
the next election. It would be a major sur- 
prise if he wasn’t. 

He's opening an office in Nashville as his 
base for operations, and he plans a political 
action committee to raise money and help 
Democrats. 

At the Vanderbilt workshop, Mr. Gore 
promised to be involved in upcoming elec- 
tions in Tennessee, and to mend political 
fences back home. He failed to carry his 
home state last year. But he’s not saying out 
loud whether he'll run for president again, 
and some Democrats may be getting rest- 
less. 

Raymond Buckley. a veteran New 
Hampshire politico, in a recent Associated 
Press story, surmised that for Gore backers 
“it must be akin to the girlfriend of the lost 


soldier. You don’t know if he’s coming back, 
don’t know whether to go on and jook for a 
new love. Many of us who essentially dedi- 
cated our lives to his political career are in 
suspended animation.”

BUT BACK TO basics: Is Al Gore going 
to run again? 

Of course he is. 

He’s been doing everything right from 
that cataclysmic blow he received last 
November. He’s handled his loss very well, 
by the way. 

Mr. Gore has not been openly critical of 
President George Bush so far, and has been 
giving him plenty of room to tackle his new 
White House job without carping and sec- 
ond guessing from the side. 

That’s not only a statesmanlike and con- 
siderate posture for Mr. Gore to follow, it 
also is a politically astute way to handle 
things. 

Lately Mr. Gore is emerging into the sun- 
shine, bit by bit, taking things judiciously 
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and cautiously. He plans to teach more col- 
lege courses this fall, a nice safe route to 
pursue. 

So things progress in the next chapter of 
the saga of Al Gore. 

“What he’s doing now is pretty smart,” 
commented James Carville, veteran 
Democrat campaign guru. 

Will Al Gore run again in 2004? Certainly 
he’ll run. He has to run. He owes it to the 
majority of the American voters who voted 
for him last time.

LOTTERY SLUMPS- Recent news sto- 
ties indicate income for Michigan state lot- 
teries is slipping. 

Declining sales usually are attributed 
either to the tightening economy, with not 
enough spare dollars floating around to 
spend on lottery tickets, or to the huge 
growth of casino gambling in Michigan, 
where action is faster and more glamorous. 
Any drop in gambling action is fine with 
me. Gambling of any sort is a bad way to 
finance government programs. Lottery gam- 
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bling, as well as casino gambling, can be 
addictive and destructive, and neither 
should be encouraged by the state, as we do 
in Michigan. 

A Lansing State Journal story on the lot- 
tery included this analysis: 

“Those looking for quick wins find better 
odds at the slots, which pay out 85 to 95 per- 
cent of the money spent. The lottery pays 
out an average 54 percent, higher on some 
instant games.’ 

Those percentages surprise me. In what 
little gambling I’ve done, the house share 
has been considerably higher. I sure haven’t 
received my 85-95 percent of slot returns, 
nor my 54 percent return on my money 
spent on lotteries. 

Maybe I’ll sue somebody. But don’t bet 
on it.

Michigan’s Great Lakes 


Michigan’s Great Lakes are better 
protected today because of a recent 
initiative that will support our great- 
est natural resource. This measure 
secures its future and ensures that 
Michigan, as well as seven other 
states and two Canadian provinces 
that boarder the Great Lakes, main-_ 
tain control of its future -- not the 
federal government. 

The Great Lakes Charter Annex 
2001, an agreement signed by every 
member of the Council of Great 
Lakes Governors at a recent summit 
meeting, is a plan that will prohibit 
the diversion of Great Lakes water 
except when approved by all the 
region’s governors and premiers. 
This will diminish any threat of the 
dry southwestern states siphoning 
away our precious water supply. 
Gov. Engler should be commended 
for leading this initiative and mak- 
ing it a top priority for the Council 
of Great Lakes Governors. 

Authority over the Great Lakes 
must be kept in the hands of the 
states and provinces that they bor- 
der. it is the only way that they will 
truly be protected for future genera- 
tions. If Congress decides their des- 
tiny, then states with greater repre- 
sentation, like California, will have 
more influence in Michigan about 
what becomes of our lakes’ water. 
Michigan currently has 18 elected 
represented officials (16 U.S. 
Representatives and two U.S. 
Senators) in Washington, while 


California has 54. In 2003, our 
number will drop to 17 and 
California will rise to 55. When it 
comes to the Great Lakes, we must 
keep decision making on the state 
level. 

Paving the way for creating a 
stronger regional water manage- 
ment system for the Great Lakes, 
we in Congress last year amended 
the Water Resource Development 
Act (WRDA) of 1986, which gave 
the region’s governors direct 
authority over the Great Lakes 
water. WRDA 2000 ensured that no 
bulk export or diversions of Great 
Lakes waters can take place without 
the unanimous approval of the 
Great Lakes governors. It was a bill 
I introduced into Congress that was 
co-sponscred by Reps. Vern Ehlers, 
Pete Hoekstra, Joe Knollenberg, 
Nick Smith and Fred Upton -- other 
members of the Michigan delega- 
tion who are as committed as I am 
to preserving the vast bodies of 
water that surround our great state. 

Michigan is renown for her beau- 
tiful Great Lakes. While we marvel 
at their splendor, we must ensure 
that our children and grandchildren 
will have the same opportunity to 
enjoy them. 

Gov. Engler and the rest of the 
members of the Council of Great 
Lakes Governors deserve praise for 
making a strong commitment to 
preserving Michigan’s greatest trea- 
sure. 
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Nominees up to members, not ‘board’ 


To the editor, 

It finally seemed the end of the 
controversy over the animal shel- 
ter was coming to a close. The 
judge certified a membership list, 
we will be recognized as mem- 
bers. and there will be an annual 
meeting to legally elect the board 
of the Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County. 

We had spent months jumping 
through hoops to be recognized as 
members. In January, we asked 
people to come forward and sign a 
paper stating their desire to be rec- 
ognized as a member. Nearly 300 
did so. Each person listed what 
they had done to make them a 
member under the current by-laws 
of the Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County and provided this informa- 
tion to the shelter “board.” Still 
we were not recognized. 

At a meeting, attorney Monte 
Burmeister stated a current receipt 
would probably serve as proof of 
membership, so the members 
raised and donated nearly $1,200 
in March to the animal shelter. 
Again, we were unrecognized. 

After months of trying to be rec- 
ognized as members, the 
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Honorable Judge Dennis Murphy 
was going to make that decision. 
The animal shelter “board” also 
‘had months to prepare their list of 
candidates for membership, but 
apparently had seen fit not to do 
so. They had been privy to every 
person on our membership list for 
several months and we had not 
seen theirs. 

Finally, on July 25, the day we 
went to court, we were given their 
list. We accepted the list reluctant- 
ly because we know this issue 
needs to be settled. 

The shelter “board” had thrown 
their list together including the 
stubs from raffle tickets as their 
main source of information. 
(Also, the list was not in alphabet- 
ical order and contained many 
missing, incomplete, or incorrect 
addresses.) Had they asked any of 
these people if they wished to be a 
member? If you purchased a quilt 
raffle ticket, you are probably a 
member. We hope you will come 
and vote at the September annual 
meeting. If you do not wish to be 
a member, you need to let the 
court know. 

At its August | meeting -- which 


had not been advertised and began 
without a quorum of the “board” 
present -- the shelter “board” was 
asked by members about the disar- 
ray of their membership list. They 
said they had to throw it together 
at the last minute... “What else 
could we do?” We certainly do not 
feel this list was an honest gesture 
by the shelter “board.” 

Both sides had agreed on 16 
years as the legal age of a member. 
When the “board” members were 
asked about several people on 
their list we knew were not 16 
years old, they said they could not 
possibly know how many of their 
members were under 16. We were 
expected to know all of that about 
our \ist and we did. We removed 
the three names on our list that 
were under 16 immediately upon 
the judge’s ruling. 

Then, we were told that a “‘nom- 
inating committee” would be 
assembled, made up of one repre- 
sentative from each membership 
list and a neutral party. We sub- 
mitted a neutral name and our rep- 
resentative at their August ! meet- 
ing, but then it became quite clear 
-— the plan of the animal shelter 


“board” was not what it had 
seemed... we were to submit 
names to them and they would 
choose who our representative 


would be! ‘The nominating com- Bs 


mittee would collect names of 
prospective board members and 
the animal shelter “board” would 
decide which of these candidates 
could actually run at the annual 
meeting. Does this sound like 
America to you? The “board” is 
still trying to manipulate the situa- 
tion, even after the judge’s ruling. 

Now they have placed an ad in 
the Crawford County Avalanche 
asking for letters of intent and 
resumes. We are not “applying” 
for jobs here! These are board 
positions nominated for and elect- 
ed by the membership! The ad 
doesn’t even state that you must be 
a member of the organization to 
run for a position on the board. 
The members make the decisions 
in these matters, not the “board.” 
When will this group of people 
finally deal with us honestly and 
fairly? My guess is never!

The new Judiciary Committee 
Chairman Patrick Leahy, D-Vt.. has 
been leaving out the customary “so help 
me God" when swearing in those who 
testify before his committee. The former 
Judiciary Committee chairman. Orrin 
Hatch, R-Utah. swore in witnesses by 
asking: “Do you swear the testimony 
you are about to give will be the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, so help you God?” Senator Leachy 
was challenged about his omission of 
God by Sen. Jeff Sessions who wants 
witnesses to know that they are giving 
their testimony before God as well as 
government. 

Sen. Sessions said, “Ninety-five per- 
cent of the people believe in God. An 
invocation of his name, in conjunction 
with the seriousness of telling the truth. 
has an importance beyond mere legal 
requirement.” Sessions said, “I can only 
conclude that this is another example of 
the secularization of American public 
life,. There seems to be no end to the 
obsession by some to eradicate any ref- 
erence to a higher being from public dis- 
course.” Representatives of the conserv- 
ative Traditional Values Coalition dis- 
tributed a news release praising Sessions 
for raising the issue. The statement. 
attributed to executive director Andrea 
Lafferty, said Sessions “exposed an 
undercurrent of anti-God bigotry” in the 
upper chamber. 


Godless Oaths 


David Carle. a Leahy spokesman 
explained that the phrase was not 
mandatory saying, “There is no formal 
oath of office for committees.” Sen. 
Leahy said, “I never gave it thought one 
way or the other, it makes no difference 
to me.” Leahy says he reads the oath 
from a card and did not realize the 
phrase was not written there. Leahy said. 
“If anyone is suggesting that this 
Irish/Italian/Catholic chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee is against religion, 
they are either biased or totally ignorant 
of my background.” 

Concerned Women for America 
(CWA) charged that Leahy’s actions do 
show an anti-religious attitude despite 
his claims of the opposite. “Senator 
Leahy is using an old tactic of acting 
offended, rather than dealing with the 
issue itself.” CWA Communications 
Director Wendy Wright said. “He should 
give an explanation to why ‘so help me 
God* was taken out, but more important- 
ly he needs to acknowledge that there is 
a higher authority than Sen. Leahy or 
even the US government,” Wright 
added. She said the omission was dis- 
turbing, because it “shows the arrogance 
of the Senate Democrats on the Senate 
Judiciary Committee,” in their quickness 
to change rules and procedures that are 
designed to protect the integrity of the 
American system. “The oath that 
includes ‘so help me God’ is (not) just

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Nearly 174,000 ‘old growth’ acres set aside 


After 12 years of working with the public, var- 
ious interest groups, specialists and resource man- 
agers, the Huron-Manistee National Forests have 
reached a decision about where to locate approxi- 
mately 173,000 acres of old growth forest and 
how it will be managed. 

On August 2, Forest Supervisor Jim Schuler 
signed the decision document that establishes the 
location of 173,915 acres of National Forest 
System land that will be managed as old growth, 
ending a process that started in 1989, 

“It has taken us a long time to reach this point,” 

said Schuler. “I feel good about the decision 
because it is ecologically sound and because we 
have had extensive public involvement through- 
out the process.” 

The decision: 

* Designates approximately 173,915 acres as 
old growth plus an additional 2,500 acres 
(approximately) of land acquired through the 
Great Lakes Fisheries Trust along the AuSable 
River; 

* Protects an additional 15,295 acres of older 
aged stands until Forest Plan Revision, currently 
scheduled to begin in Fiscal Year 2003; 

* Relocates approximately 2,007 acres of Forest 


Service-created wildlife openings outside of old 
growth areas. ; 

The decision also states these old growth areas 
are to be managed primarily through natural 
processes. The exception is where current vege- 
tative conditions have been altered to the point 
carefully planned and implemented management 
is required to move it towards a more natural con- 
dition. 

Other circumstances that would allow for man- 
agement in old growth include: tribal treaty rights, 
recreation, occupancy and use for mineral rights, 
fire protection and forest health. Firewood gath- 
ering would not be permitted in these areas. Any 
decision that would allow management activity 
within an old growth area would require the 
Forest Supervisor’s approval. There would be no 
changes or management within the 15,295 acres 
of protection areas until Forest Plan approval 
without the Forest Supervisor’s approval. 

The designation of approximately 173,000 
acres for old growth was a part of the original 
Forest Plan signed in 1988. The Plan was 
appealed on several points, one of which was the 
specific location of the 173,000 acres of old 
growth and the standards and guidelines for which 


they will be managed. 

The Forest Service has involved the public 
extensively over the past 12 years to come up with 
a scientifically and socially acceptable design and 
management guidelines for old growth to meet the 
terms of the Settlement Agreement, signed on 
August 11, 1988. 

Also included in the decision: 

¢ Standards and guidelines for riparian and 
aquatic areas across the Forests. These forest- 
wide standards and guidelines incorporate the 
State of Michigan’s best management practices, 
establish a 100-foot riparian filter strip and set 
watershed and fisheries restoration guidelines. 

¢ Designation of two semi-primitive motorized 
areas, Loda Lake and Condon Lakes East (7,281 
acres total), and one semi-primitive non-motor- 
ized area, Condon Lakes West (3,246 acres).

Energy supplier to offer ‘Green Power’ this fall 


Consumers Energy electric cus- 


‘tomers may soon be able to buy 


electricity from new generators 
powered by the wind, the sun, and 
other renewable sources of energy. 

The utility has asked the Michigan 
Public Service © Commission 
(MPSC) to approve to a three-year 
“Green Power Pilot Program” offer- 
ing customers a way to buy all or 
some of their electricity from new, 
zero-emission generators located in 
Michigan. 

If the program is approved as 
filed, participating customers will be 
able to buy 10 percent, 50 percent, 
or 100 percent of their energy from 
green power producers. They will 
pay a “Green Surcharge” that will be 
collected by the utility and passed 
on to qualifying generators. Only 
those power generators certified by 
an independent organization will be 
eligible to receive the fees. 

Consumers Energy will be ready 
to accept enrollments in the pilot 
program on a first-come, first-

served basis beginning October |. 
Residential customers and most 
commercial and industrial cus- 
tomers who buy energy from 
Consumers Energy will be eligible 
to participate. The program has a 
maximum generating capacity suffi- 
cient to meet the needs of about 
18,000 homes. 

“This program will give partici- 
pating customers a way to encour- 
age the development of new, alter- 
Native energy power sources . in 
Michigan,” said David W. Joos, 
president and CEO-electric. 
“Although Consumers Energy 


already generates and buys signifi- 
cant amounts of electricity from 
hydro dams, waste-to-energy plants 
and other renewable power sources, 
they are not included in this propos- 
al. Instead, we will offer customers 
a way to financially support the 
development of new, non-traditional 
generators that use the sun, the 
wind, and other renewable energy 
sources in our state. 

“Some of our customers have a 
strong interest in renewables. This 
pilot should give them the opportu- 
nity they seek. Equally important, 
this will be a real opportunity for 


renewable energy generators to test 
the market for their services.” 

Consumers Energy proposes the 
option program last for a term of 
three years. At the end of the three- 
year period, the MPSC would 
decide whether to extend the pilot 
program or make it permanent. 
Customers would be required to sign 
up for a minimum of one year to 
give green energy providers a reli- 
able and measurable revenue 
stream. However, customers could 
contract to pay the Green Surcharge 
for up to 17 years.

As the Devereaux Memorial 
Crawford County Library progress- 
es, the red brick facing and gleam- 
ing white block-work produce a 
vision of elegant permanence. This 
beautiful new structure makes an 
enduring statement that reading and 
learning are of great importance to 
the citizens. of Crawford County. 
But, there’s more... 


Amid the construction debris at 
this currently busy site, a mountain- 
ous pile of earth stands witness as 
Master Gardener, Kathryn Prause of 
Grayling, sifts through it with expe- 
tienced hands. Slowly and thor- 
oughly, she examines its textures 
and makes silent decisions about 
what will grow, if anything, in the 
fine grit left over from the library’s 
excavation. She stands in the mid- 
dle of a garden-in-the-rough. 

Prause has graciously volunteered 


to plan the new library’s Memorial 
Reading Garden, a space she wants 
to ensure is “a relaxing, tranquil 
place to be.” , 

With a wince, Prause said, “The 
soil is not the best,” but as a design- 
er tutored in therapeutic gardening 
for the elderly, she sees many possi- 
bilities in the barren space. 


Short seasons, wildlife and peri- 


odic, unpredictable rainfall all serve 
to inhibit ever matching the lush 
gardens of the south, but Prause 
maintains that “many plants, shrubs 
and trees grow very well in this 
area.” As she is currently serving an 
internship through Michigan State 
University in nursery and landscap- 
ing, she believes the new garden 
can, indeed, be “calm, green and 
very beautiful some day.” 

Her interest in horticultural gar- 
dening grew out of curiosity, and 
“one class seemed to lead to anoth- 
er. As a retired math teacher, I had a 
lot of time on my hands and small 
projects habitually grew into even 
larger ones.” 

Seven years ago, Prause started 
the local garden club, “Beyond the 
Garden Wall,” a now-sizeable group 
of avid gardeners who expect to 
assume some of the plant and flower 
coordination and growing for the 
new garden. She also volunteers at 
Mercy Manor, has established the 
Michelson Memorial Church 
Garden in Grayling, and has partici- 
pated in numerous projects around 
the area -- including the work at the 
Crawford County Historical 
Museum and Crawford County 
Community Christian Help Center. 

The Memorial Reading Garden at 
the new library has no official: cor- 
porate sponsor, as yet, but Friends of 
the Crawford County Library hope 
selling paving bricks to memorialize 
loved ones will help defray the cost.

The legato fungus of the North: Mushroom Ann

Amidst the casual small town 
atmosphere of Grayling, there lies 
a niche for musical talent which is 
often overlooked. This is the fourth 
and final part of an ongoing series 
showcasing local musical talent in 
order that local bands may be rec- 
ognized for their efforts towards 
bringing music to our community. 
Trying to get a decent band 
interview from the end of a dock 
on Lake Margrethe with two of the 
band’s musicians swimming 
around you is hard enough. It was 
nearly insurmountable with this 
band of crazed jesters known col- 
lectively as Mushroom Ann.

Together, they form a tight unit 
of versatile musicians which slide 
in and out of various styles includ- 
ing rock and funk. The song struc- 
tures themselves resemble a com- 
plex road map, winding, turning,

“Thick, thick rain pouring down,” 
said Stratton, “and we couldn’t play 
in the garage because of the flood.

The band was finally able to get 
away from the crowd and work on 
some originals. However, it was 
soon necessary to upgrade their 
sound equipment so that they actual- 
ly sounded like serious musicians. 

“We went to Detroit and all got 
new equipment, including new 
amps and new drumheads. We 
sounded so great, we never wanted 
to put our instruments down,” said 
Jaynes. 

During the stay in Detroit, 
Stratton received an omen that 
Mushroom Ann was destined for 
greatness. 

“A big arm came through the ceil- 
ing and said ‘Mushroom Ann, you 
are one fat pie,” and we knew it was 
God,” said Stratton. 

This wasn’t totally out character 
for this band, since Stratton also 
claims that “the devil plays through 
Lynden.” This explains the mon- 
strous fills and unnatural timekeep- 
ing of the drummer. 

The group carried on, playing 
small gigs with their new equip- 
ment. Soon, Stratton bought a 4- 
track recording device and other 
recording equipment, and the band 
recorded some primitive songs for 
personal critique. It is the closest 
thing to an album they have to this 
day. 

In August of 2000, the band 
played their first paying job at the 
county fair in.

Mushroom Ann. This paid off, as a 
considerable amount of material 
was assembled for the band during 
the down time. 

Jaynes returned to the north for 
winter break, and Mushroom Ann 
played a Christmas concert at the 
Sweetshop in Roscommon, where 
they packed “100 people in 90 
square feet,” according to Jaynes. 
The next gig happened to be a large 
New Year’s celebration at a private 
party in Grayling with local bands 
The Murphs and Furnished Flats. 

The New Year’s celebration was 
my first opportunity to witness the 
magic of Mushroom Ann. Not only 
was their showmanship amazing, 
original songs like “Don’t Drown,” 
and “Twiddly-Doot” sounded 
superb. I attempted to hum the 
melodies to myself for days after- 
wards. 

However, no concert I have 
attended compares with a 
Mushroom Ann concert. The awe 
that these musicians commanded 
was simply magnificent. I often 

“scanned * the? crowd 't during the 


Mushroom Ann set and saw dozens: 


of faces stunned into a euphoric 
trance by the band, with mouths half 
cracked into smile and eyes cap- 
tured by one of the three musicians. 

After the winter break, Jaynes 
reported back to Kalamazoo for 
school. Stratton and Preuss still 
wrote music and weren't completely 
dormant, but without Jaynes they 
were paralyzed from playing any 
shows for at least three months. 

“We basically just did what we 
could to prepare for the spring and 
summer when Mark would be 
back,” Stratton said. 

The preparation obviously paid 
off, since the day after Jaynes 
returned, Mushroom Ann played a 
show at Hanson Hills in cooperation 
with the Grayling Youth Booster 
Club. 

‘Hanson Hills was my second 
opportunity to see the band, but this 
time as a. working member of the 
press. I went in with an objective 
eye, but even then I knew that these 
guys were an excellent band, both 
with their live show and also with 
their music. 

Later, the band travelled to 
Kirtland Community College to par- 
ticipate in the “Battle of the Bands,” 
and energized the crowd with their 
showmanship. They were called on 
for encores by numerous fans 
(including myself), but modesty

intervened and the Mushroom Ann 
packed up and went home. 

The band then took a strange turn 
and another voluntary hiatus when 
the members simply went their sep- 
arate ways for a while. 

“It wasn’t that we were trying to 
take a hiatus, it just happened that 
no one had the initiative to call any- 
one else, and so nothing got done 
for a while,” said Jaynes. 

Regardless, the band picked it up 
again mid-summer by playing at the 
Roscommon Lions Club for Preuss’ 
girlfriend’s birthday party. ~ 

The next stop was the gazebo in 
Roscommon, where they ran into 
their first taste of public dislike for 
their band. 

“We were jamming at the gazebo 
when a lady yeiled at us to ‘turn it 
down’ since we were in a public 
place. It wasn’t really our crowd,” 
Preuss commented. 

Recently Mushroom Ann played a 
benefit for Kosovo refugees, which 
was held in a park near Higgins 
Lake in Roscommon. The event, 
which was organized by a local 
Roscommon church, helped raise 
funds for the fleeing Kosovo 
refugees and their relocation. 

The final show that Mushroom 
Ann put on was at the Lakeside 
Hullabaloo, coordinated by 
Grayling residents Emily Wakeley 
and Colby Davis.

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Q. How are bogs, marshes and 
swamps different? 


A. Each of these is a type of wetland. 
Plants found in a wetland must be able 
to live for long periods of time in soil 
that is saturated with water to the sur- 
face at some time during their growing 
season. 

Bogs are wetlands characterized by a 
lack of water inflow or outflow. When 
a plant dies, it breaks down and releas- 
es acids into the water. The acid limits 
the types of plants and animals that can 
live in this environment. Sphagnum 
moss and insectivorous plants favor 
these conditions. Insect-eating plants 
get some of their food needs from the 
insects, which allow them to survive in 
a system that is poor in nutrients. 

A marsh is a flooded or frequently 
flooded arca characterized by plants 
that don't mind wet feet. This includes 
vegetation like cattails, rushes and 
pickerelweed. 

Swamps are wetlands dominated by 
trees or shrubs. In Florida, the cypress 
swamps are inhabited by alligators and 
the endangered Florida panther. In our 
northlands, we have the environmen- 
tally important alder & willow 
swamps, home to muskrats and herons.
